2. NEW YORK TIMES FEB. 9 STORY BY JOHN DARNTON FROM KADUNA 
HEADLINED QUOTE YOUNG ATTENDS A VAST PAGEANT IN NORTH 
NIGERIA. END QUOTE. EXCERPT FOLLOWS: QUOTE AMONG THE 
40,000 SPECTATORS, WHOSE BRIGHTLY DYED TURBANS AND 
ROBES SOMETIMES MATCHED THOSE OF THE PERFORMERS IN THE 
OVAL STADIUM, WERE EIGHT AFRICAN HEADS OF STATE AND 
ANDREW YOUNG, THE UNITED STATES DELEGATE TO THE UNITED 
NATIONS. MR. YOUNG MET FOR AN HOUR TONIGHT WITH PRESIDENT 
AGOSTINHO NETO OF ANGOLA FOR DISCUSSIONS THAT AN 

AIDE SAID CENTERED ON SOUTHERN AFRICA. IT WAS THE FIRST 

TOP-LEVEL CONTACT BETWEEN AN AMERICAN ENVOY AND THE ANGOLAN 

HEAD OF STATE SINCE THE POPULAR MOVEMENT FOR THE 

LIBERATION OF ANGOLA HEADED BY DR. NETO OVERWHELMED 

GHE FORCES BACKED BY THE UNITED STATES IN THE ANGOLAN 

CIVIL WAR. AN AIDE TO MR. YOUNG SAID HE DID NOT 
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KNOW IF THE TWO DISCUSSED NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS 
BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. DURING THE AFTERNOON'S DUR-

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IF HE HAD STOPPED IN LONDON EN ROUTE TO AFRICA HE 
COULD HAVE LEARNED THAT CUBAN TROOPS WERE FIGHTING 
IN ANGOLA TWO MONTHS BEFORE SOUTH AFRICAN MILITARY

WITH THESE COMMENTS ON AMBASSADOR YOUNG, QUOTE THERE 
IS A RESPONSIBILITY ON ANDREW YOUNG HIMSELF NOT TO 
PROVOKE UNNECESSARILY THE HOSTILITY OF IMPORTANT 
CONSTITUENCIES - AS HE ALMOST CERTAINLY DID BY HIS 
ATTEMPT TO JUSTIFY THE ROLE OF CUBANS IN ANGOLA AS 
PROVIDING SOME KIND OF ORDER THERE. THIS KIND OF 
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STATEMENT COULD EQUALLY JUSTIFY THE RUSSIAN INTERVEN- 
TION IN HUNGARY OR CZECHOSLOVAKIA. THE CUBAN LEADERS 
ARE NOT PRIMARILY CONCERNED WITH HELPING TO ESTABLISH 
ORDER IN THE WORLD; THEY ARE PROUD TO ADMIT THAT THEIR 
CONCERN IS TO HELP INNER QUOTE THE INTERNATIONAL 
REVOLUTION END INNER QUOTE. THERE IS CLEARLY SOME 
RISK IN TRYING TO OVERCOMPENSATE FOR MISTAKES MADE BY 
KISSINGER IN HANDLING THE CUBAN PRESSURE IN ANGOLA, BY 
OVERLOOKING THE ESSENTIAL FACT THAT THE CUBANS AND 
RUSSIANS INTERVENED IN WHAT WAS A CIVIL WAR. THE 
OFFICIAL JUSTIFICATION FOR THEIR MILITARY ROLE IS THAT 
IT WAS NECESSARY TO OPPOSE THE INVASION FROM SOUTH 
AFRICA; BUT THEIR INTERVENTION IN FACT OCCURRED MONTHS 
BEFORE THE FIRST SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS HAD CROSSED
